This 
is known as ”Constiltation with friends” (Konsultacja z pr 2 yjaciolmi)* Vhen the 
new Polish Constitution was being prepared, BIERUT wanted to pattern it according 
to the Stalin Constitution of the Soviet Union* STALIN ”advised” BIERUT against 
it, statii3g that the time had not yet come* BIERUT also wanted to change the 
Polish national anthem and the colors of the Polish flag* In regard to the anthem, 
STALIN asked BIERUT, ”And is the DABROWSKI mazurka such a bad tune?” The third 
matter which was settled between BIERUT and STALIN was the question of the regime’s 
attitude toward the church and the neutralization of more energetic independent 
church leaders*
